The result of the Washington county 
meeting was most satisfactory; and while, 
apparently, aside from the question of, 
weather outcome of ** luck,” it was 

the consequence of careful deliber- 
ation, and no little anxiety on the part of 
the responsible parties. attendance all 
day was good, the -attention excellent, 
reaching a climax at night, and the hospi- 
tality of the good citizens of the village 
was boundless. 

The forenoon exercise was a summary 
ofthe so-called Connecticut Experiments 
with reference to the profitable equilibrium 
of fertilizing agents; and the searching 
tests which they enable a farmer to apply 
to his own land and know its condition. It 
was most gratifying to note the frank ad- 
missions of the lecturer as to the unknow- 
able, in grappling with the problems of 
life. It wasa refreshing contrast to the 
low materialism which often finds utter- 
ance. The time of the afternoon was 
devoted to the profit of crop raising, and 
abundant a was brought to show 
that the profit of the crop ie ciously fed 
was far in excess of that arising from the 
mere production and immediate sale of 
either hay or grain. ‘The facts undoubtedly 
carried conviction to the minds of many, 
and will certainly work the revolution in 
that locality which I have in other parts 
of the State. The work of the evening was 
a gathering up of the ideas of the day, and 
a review of them in the commercial aspects 
of the situation. Stock husbandry is the 
method of modern farming leading to the 
best margins. 

The growth of the nation, with the vist 
increase of the number of non producers, 
brings the question of the food supply to 
the very point. We of Maine are in no 
whit necessarily behind other sections of 
the United States in the indispensable con- 
ditions of profitable farmi The fat 
stock returns good figures of profit, but 
the dairy allows the largest possibilities. 
The butter and cheese, the veal and the 

rk carry the figures, under proper feed- 

g. far beyond any other line of invest- 
ment. This best income, however, is not 

rally available wichout association in 

work. The small farmer, in his isola- 
tion and seclusion, cannot reach the stan- 
dard of merit which gives reputation. On 
this point we learn much from the people 
of the West, who so readily combine their 
efforts and accomplish large results. Staid 
New England may copy to her profit. The 
associated effort in dairying, in a county 
like Washington, must make its start some- 
what different from many localities, The 
plan s was similar to that alluded 
to in the columns of the FARMER last sea- 
son. With a resolute purpose in the minds 
of some leading farmers to make the move- 
ment @ success, one of them. a man of 
good standing and business sagacity, can, 
at a small expense, put into some tempo- 
rary shelter an apparatus deemed adequate 
for the start. Some young person in his 
family or connection, should put himeelf 
or herself, early in the season, into some 
reputable factory and give close attention 
to details of the work till the first of July. 
when the new operation might begin. Such 
a start includes all chances of success, and 
is not so weighted down as to prevent its 
expansion gaining in the confidence of 
all within the scope of its work. B.

A good dressing of lime will generally 
exterminate sorrel and would also be bene- 
ficial to the strawberries. Sorrel shows ap 
excess of acid in the soil, and lime wil! 
neutralize it.

Farm and Garden Notes. 


Knowledge: It will probably sound para- 
doxical, after the stress we have laid on th« 
necessity for exercise, to say that we con- 
sider each one of these exercises, as pur- 
sued by specialists, undeniably bad for the 
development of a well-proportioned and 
thoroughly healthy frame. ‘Take, for in- 
stance, any first-class eleyen at cricket; 
select, if you please, an eleven such as the 
Australian, in which all-round aptitude is a 
characteristic feature, and you will invaria- 
bly find so large a proportion of ill-shaped 
men as to show that thoroughly well buili 
cricketers owe their goodly proportions to 
exercises outside cricket. Despite the run- 
ning involved in the : em: four cricketers 
out of five have badly developed chests. 
One would say a good bat should have 
good shoulders; but that batting does not 
tend to improve the shoulders is shown by 
two, at least, of the finest Australian bats. 
Take rowing, again. Unless a rowing man 
does other work especially intended to cor- 
rect the defect, he has invariably poor arms 
above the elbow, a marked inferiority in 
the development of the chest as compared 
with the back, and he generally has round 
shoulders and a forward hang of the head 
and neck. Boxing is better, but it cannot 
be pursued with advantage as the chief ex- 
ercise & man or boy takes; and it is entirely 
unsuited to girls and women. 


Connecticut Farmer: In a discussion on 


plum culture, ata meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society, it was 
stated that Professor Cleveland, of Maine, 


saved his = by we three inches 
of the soil and coveri with air-slacked 
lime. One tree on which he tried this 
remedy bore three bushels of fruit. Mr. 
Bates succeeded by sprinkling the fruit, 
when damp, with air-siacked lime. Others 
showered the trees with lime wash, 
Another cultivator had covered his trees 
with mosquito netting, and obtained plums. 
There is no doubt that some of these reme- 
dies owe their partial ¢fficacy to frighten- 
ing away the curculios,in working at the 
trees to apply them. All the washes and 
dustings, including the application of 
dilu tar, must be repeated several times. 
or as often as the rains wash them off, and 
the labor required for them is much greater 
than the regular and quick jarring or iron 
plugs, which we have recommended on 
former occasions, and which have always 
proved entirely successful. 


Ora»ge County Farmer: A variety of 
wheat which has recently made many 
friends is thus deseribed: The straw is of 
the average length, very bright, and stands 
up erect, until ripe, when the head inclines 
somewhat, and although stiff enough to 
support the large heads, is pleasant to 
handie, being free from that brittleness 
which characterizes some wheat upon 
becoming ripe. The heads are beardiess, 
filied out excellently and run from 4to7 
imehes in length. The grains are a beauti- 
ful amber color, good size, full and plump, 
with avery thin bull, Expert millers pro- 
nounce it a No. 1 wheat for flouring, and 
by reason of its very thin bull it makes but 
litthe bran, and yields a large return of 
flour of the very best quality. The yield 
with ordinary cultivation is from 30 to 45 
bushels per acre, and has yielded more 
with a little extra care and better cultiva- 
tion. It ripens with the Lancaster and 
; threshes and 
cleans very easily and perfectly, and gener- 
ally weighs 63 owl to the measured 
bushel.

My Plants. 





Having seen no answer to Gypsie’s ques- 
tion about the calla lily,[ will tell her 
how I managed with mine. Not being 
very well last winter it seemed more of a 
task than pleasure to care for my plants, so 
| carried the most of them down cellar. [ 
put them near a south window; the small 
ones ona shelf made by placing a board 
across some barrels; am the large ones 
calla lily, tea-rose, orange trees, &ec., 
[ set on the ground just back of the small 
ones. I watered them lightly five or six 
times during the winter. Our cellar is 
warm, but not particularly dry. If Gypsie 
is alover of plants 1 wish she could see 
my lobster cactus now, it has eighty-one 
buds and blossems on it. I shall put some 
of my plants down cellar this winter, they 
did so well last. When I brought my tea- 
rose up last spring it had more than a 
bundred buds on it, and one sweet little 
rose had blossomed. I think all of my 
plants—the geraniums excepted—did as 
well down cellar as they would have up. 
Will some one tell me how to make “gilt 
edged” butter? I make apples a very 
good substitute for cucumbers. In fact, 
my husbaad and I like the apple chow- 
chow better than any other we ever ate. 
{ take equal quantities of apples and 
onions and make my chow-chow, the same 
as with cucumbers and tomatoes. The 
apples | quarter and core without paring ;
